Second—To choose one Selectman for the en- 
suing three years, Overseer of the Poor, Collector 
of Taxes, Highway Agent, and all other necessary 
town officers for the ensuing year. 


Third—To choose a Trustee to administer the 
Trust Funds of the town for three years. 


Fourth—To raise such sums of money as may 
be necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing 
year. 


Fifth—To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary for the construction and repair of high- 
Ways and bridges for the ensuing year. 


Sixth—To see what sums of money the town will 
vote to raise for the construction and repairs of 
sewers and sidewalks for the ensuing year. 


Seventh—To see what sums of money the town 
will vote to raise for the improvement of the ceme- 
teries of the town. 


Eighth—To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for the proper observance of Memorial 
Day.

HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 


‘The health condition for the Town of Lebanon 
for the past year has been very good up to the first 
of November, at which time 4 cases of Diphtheria 
developed, with one death. . 

An epidemic of Scarlet Fever started the middle 
of December and 51 cases, up to the middle of 
February, with 3 deaths. A few cases of Measles 
in town, and 1 case of Infantile Paralysis. 

The co-operation of the school nurse and the 
teachers has been of great help in locating com- 
municable diseases and lessening their spread 
through the community. 

A great deal has been done during the past year 
to better water conditions and an investigation is 
being made by the State Board of Health with a 
suggestion of placing septic tanks at Enfield the 
source of our water supply.
